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effect of chance than erudition. But though 
we are indebted to the former for the moſt 
approved "remedies, it is-not from that 5 


we can even learn the proper application of 7 
them: this muſt be the work of time, of 


diſcernment, and experience, For we may 
venture to affirm, that the effects of medi- 
cine rather take their force from a proper 
judgement, than from any conſtant and in- 


herent virtue of their own; and that it is the 


judicious timing and adapting the remedies, 
with which the art of ſurgery has by degrees 
been enriched (many of which perhaps had 


better be curtailed,) that ought to be the prin- 


cipal ſtudy of the Faculty. Amongſt the reſt, 
no one, I think, deſerves a higher rank than 


Lead. Nay, I have reaſon to flatter myſelf, 


that when the reader has peruſed the follow- 
ing Treatiſe, he will be inclined to think this

It is true that, for many years paſt, its ge-

It is a ſubject of no ſmall ſurpriſe to me, 
that, notwithſtanding the many known and 
juſtly· eſteemed properties of Lead, the diſuſe 
of it ſnould be ſo great in the preſent age 
What elogiums does Galen beſtow on this 
metal, in his tenth book of ſimple medicines? 
How many celebrated writers, who flouriſned 
after this commentator of Hippocrates, have 
mentioned it with enthuſiaſm? With what 
particular marks of diſtinction have not the 
chymiſts treated it? What can, poſſibly, be 
more concluſive in its favour than John Be- 
guin's own words, a famous chymiſt, who 
lived in the laſt century? How much is the 
uſe of this metal recommended by Pigrai,

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| Etmuller, Fabricius Ab Aqua Pendente, Gui 
de Chauliac, Lemeri, Stahl, Mr. Deidier, . 
profeſſor at Montpellier, and by a thouſand 
others, whoſe authorities muſt have great 
, weight? * 5 
Encouraged by ſo many reputable writers, 
but convinced ſtill more by my own expe- 
rience, I found, in the courſe of many years 
practice, that the Extract of Saturn was much 
wanted in ſurgery. The many different 
forms I have given this medicine render it 
very proper for a variety of external com- 
plaints. I ſhould with difficulty have ad- 
vanced that it had ſucceeded in ſome internal 
ones, had not the cures been performed in 
the - preſence, and under the inſpection, of 
many celebrated practitioners both in ſurgery 
and phyfic, at Montpellier : an account of 
which I ſhall give in the ſequel. Iam well 
convinced, that in general, the internal uſe of 
Lead is condemned; but may it not be de- 
prived of its noxious quality by certain pre- 
parations, and adminiſtered in ſmall doſes ? 
Does not Mr. Van Swieten (an author of 
great repute in the preſent age) give inter- 
nally the corroſive ſublimate with great ſuc- 
ceſs? But I will ſay no more on this head, 
my deſign being only to ſhew its good effects 
in external complaints. 

My own exerience, — with that of

This liquor may very well. be ſubſtituted 
in the place of wine and brandy, (in every 
caſe where theſe are generally uſed) as likewiſe 
in that of different embrocations ; commonly 
preſcribed for inflammations; and more par: 
ticularly ſuch as attend gun ſhot wounds : it 
is likewiſe very proper for contuſions, broiſes, 
ſprains, echymoſes; for the healing of ulcers, 
whether ſcrophulous, venereal, or cancerous, 
&c. In theſe caſes, and many others, it is 
to be applied either by injection, fomentation, 
or bath. We are not even afraid of aſſerting, 
that this liquor may be ſucceſsfully uſed to 

ſtop a gangrene. 
In fine, an uninterrupted ſeries. of ſueceſs 
when made uſe of in internal inflammations) 
has ſufficiently proved, that it ought to be 
preferred to emollient decoctions, poultices. 
and many other remedies, generally pre- 
ſcribed, which too often prove contrary to 
the nature of the diſeaſe.

4. It is with this Extract, wax, and cam- 
Phor, I'make a Plaiſter, which many years 
experience has proved to be infallible iu the 
rheumatiſm. : 

5. The Extract of Saturn, mixed with 
ſoap, * may be very advantageouſly uſed in an 
anchyloſis, or ſtiffneſs of a joint, or for diſ- 
perſing all viſcous humours eated in the ner- 
vous involucra, or coverings of the tendons.

The antients; who practiſed more 
from their on obſervations and experience 
than we do, ſeldom left out ſome preparation 
of Lead in their. preſcriptions. for external 
complaints. This the different diſpenſatories 
ſufficiently prove. Mr. Faget, an eminent 
Paris ſurgeon, has found the tripharmacum 
to be almoſt a ſovereign remedy for many 
chirurgical diſorders. Now it is well known 
that this plaiſter, which is deſcribed word for 
word by Bauderon, and was, before. him, 
mentioned by Meine, has litharge for its baſis, 
and to that owes its efficacy. How -then 


ill it be poſſible for any one, confidering 


the general approbation this metal has met 


with for many years paſt, not to find in it 


a quality never hitherto diſcovered in any 
other? In effect, where is a medicine to be 


found, whoſe particles are at the ſame time 


mild, ponderous, flexible, and, by my prepa- 


rations of it, ſo ſubdivided as to be capable of 
being introduced into the moſt minute veſ- 
ſels; whoſe texture is ſo fine, and whoſe com- 
pactability is ſo great? I mean that of the 
nerves, tendons, aponeuroſes, membranes, &c.

N inflammation of external. parts of 3 
A the body is a very common diſeaſe, 
and may proceed from a thouſand different 
cauſes; ſuch as a blow, a fall, a contuſion, 
&c. from external accident: internally from 
any local defect of the ſolids; from the con- 
traction of the ſmaller veſſels; from, their 
ſpaſm; from their. compreſſion, conſtriction, 
and | obſtruction ; from the difficulty which 
the blood finds in paſling the extremity of the 
_ arteries z from its too great quantity, thick- 
neſs, viſcidity, mixture with heterogeneous 
and virulent parts; or from any other alter- 
ation, whether ſimple or combined, &c. 
This diſorder attacks indiſcriminately all 
the parts of the human frame which are com- 

od: of ſanguineous and lymphatic veſſels. 
This in regard to the external parts, nothing 
is ſo common as inflammations of the ſkin, 
fat, glands, muſcles, membranes, tendons, 
aponeuroſes, and of all the organs which fall 
under the ſenſes. P 
Ihe inflammatory ſtate is often accompa- 
* with very mild ſymptoms ; but, on the 
5 contrary,

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contrary, frequently with violent ones. This 
difference, in the violence of the ſymptoms 
merits all the attention of the practitioner, 
ſeeing it is principally upon that he ought᷑ to 
eſtabliſh his prognoſtic and plan of cure. 
What general diſorder are not the principal 
economical and animal functions thrown 
into by an inflammation of an aponeuroſis, 
or of a tendon? Nay, convulſions, faintings, 
even death itſelf, are but too often the fatal 
conſequences. What is not to be appre- 
hended from an inflammation which tends to 
a mortification ; eſpecially if deeply lodged in 
the internab parts, or attacks a bad ſubject? 
Theſe conſiderations and a thouſand others, 
of which it is not my intention to give a detail 
in this work, ought to make the ſurgeon ſen- 
ſible, how very neceſſary it is for im to be 
well acquamted with the remedies that are 
proper for the ſubduing of inflammations. 
Theſe very remedies are in every one's 
hands, and the moſt Ignorant. may bluſh not 
to be acquainted with them. But do they 
deſerve thoſe praifes, and that degree of con- 
fidence, which is beſtowed upon them ? This 
=o queftion WIRD their effects alone can wo 
cide. 

Nov it is very certain, and univerlally ac 
knowledged by men of ſenſe, that the effect 
of the external applications uſually preſcribed 
for inflammations, often diſappoint our ex- 
pectation. Sometimes they conſiſt of olea- 
gmous and greafy ſubſtances which ſtuff up 


the 
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the pores of the inflamed part, and increaſe 
the ſymptoms by augmenting the volume of 
the ſtagnated fluids: at other times they 
conſiſt of emollient and mucilaginous parts, 
which conveying a great quantity of moiſture, - 
very much relax the texture of the veſſels, 
and diſable them from getting. clear of the 
redundancy of blood. Sometimes theſe ap- 
plications have powerful aſtringent particles 
in their compoſition, which repel the-inflam-. 
matory matter, and throw it upon the or- 
gans neceſſary for life: at other times theſe 
compoſitions are very active and irritative, 
and contract the veſſels ſo powerfully, as to 
prevent them from recovering their tone; 
by which all motion in the inflamed part be- 
comes totally interrupted. No one need 
then be ſurpriſed, after ſuch applications, if 
all the ſymptoms are encreaſed inſtead of be- 
ing diminiſned. Nothing but blind preju- 
dice can conceal from us the inconveniencies 
and dangers attending the application of 
them; and humanity itſelf is ſufficient to 
deter us from the farther uſe of them, at 
teaſt in moſt caſes. 

We conſtantly avoid theſe different. rocks, 
by making uſe of the Extract of Saturn. A 
conſiderable number of ' Obſervations, bade 
during my practice of theſe twenty years 


paſt, have convinced me, that this — is 
the true ſpecific for the treatment of all exter- 
nal inflammations: its effect is infallible, and 
often ſurpaſſes our expectations, by promot- 
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ing at ſight the reſolution of the moſt vio- 
lent inflammations, and even ſometimes after 
they have ſuppurated. The fact laſt men- 
tioned will appear ſurpriſing, and pethaps 
incredible, to the maſters 0 2 the art: I my- 
ſelf with difficulty ſhould have been con- 
vinced of it, -had not I frequently ſeen and 
demonſtrated it, - eſpecially in the Royal Hoſ- 
Pital, where I had frequently opportunities of 
treating theſe kinds of diſeaſes. | 

This remedy then, has always ſucceeded 
with me, at a time when the moſt reputable 
applications have proved either uſeleſs or 
pernicious ; but thoſe will be leſs ſurpriſed 
with its amazing effects, who maturely con- 
ſider its compoſition, and its manner of ac- 
tion. 

The firſt thing to be obſerved in the Ex- 
tract of Saturn, are the leaden particles ſuſ- 
pended in the liquid; which is the conſe- 
quence of the ebullition of the litharge with 
the vinegar. | Theſe particles. are ſo formed, 
as to be capable of entering the pores of the 
ſkin, and the orifices of the ſmalleſt veſſels : 
upon theſe they act by their weight and vo- 
lume, and Giſperſe the humours which choak

This particular action, of the par- 
ticles of the Lead is aſliſted by that of the 
liquid, which is its vehicle. This liquid has 
not only the property of ſoftening and atte-

of theſe veſſels, without irritating them. 
The conſequence of chis is, a reſolution of 
the inflamed part, a ceſſation of the pain, and 
other inflammatory ſymptoms : all pou [ ſay, 
is effected by the Extract of Saturn alone; 
the efficacy of which, in theſe diſorders, may 

be looked upon as a maxim in ſurgery. 
I)his metallic remedy acts in the ſame. 
manner againſt all obſtructions in the lym- 
phatic veſſels, cutaneous diſorders, and ſchir- 
rhous tumours : this I hope to prove in my 
Obſervations. _ 

Form hence it appears of what import- 
ance it muſt. be, to change the opinion of 
thoſe who look upon the-preparations of Lead 
to be . it is an erroneous prejudice, 
which deſerves the greateſt attention from the 
practitioner. I do not deſpair of their think- 
ing even as I do, if they will give themſelves 
the trouble of reading this Work. 

cannot too much exclaim againſt the prac- 
tice of thoſe who employ emollient and relax- 
ing fomentations in the treatment of external 
inflammations. It is true, theſe remedies are 
often ſtrongly recommended by practitioners, 
and many chirurgical writers; but neither the 
one nor the other can deny, that the uſe of 
theſe applications has been often followed by 
the moſt fatal diſaſters. 

A ſurgeon, in ſome degree of, reputa- 
tion, who. is a great partizan of emollient 

| decoctions, 


- 
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decoctions, conſumed ſo great a quantity of 


. mallows and other emollient plants, in a cam- 
ign of three months only, that he exhauſt- 
ed the whole country where the French army 
was encamped : the inconvenience which re- 
ſulted from this, was a production of worms 
in almoft all the gun-ſhot wounds, which he 
ought to have ſtimulated and recalled to life, 
inſtead of 'accelerating the mortification by 
emollients. This fact, which makes no apo- 
logy for emollient and relaxing medicines, 
was attefted to me by many of the profeſ- 
ſion, who attended the army at that time. 

I cannot then help being ſurpriſed that 
this error is not corrected: particularly as the 
att of ſurgery. has been ſo much improved 
of late years, and ſo few of the Faculty 
can poſſibly be ignorant of the bad effect of 
emollients. How is it poſſible to reconcile the 
actions of theſe medicines with the idea every 
one muſt form to himſelf of the nature of in- 

flammation ? Is it not, on the contrary, very 
certain that by this kind of application, we 
relax more and more the tumefied veſſels? 
that we render them by this means ſuſcepti- 

ble of a ſtill greater diſtenſion, and actually 
contribute to the evil terminations of inflam- 
matory diſorders? By their uſe the heat of 
ſuppuration is augmented ; a gangrene and 
corruption of the parts brought on; and ſel- 
dom, very ſeldom, is the tumour ſeen to dif- 
perſe, which ought to be the principal aim 
of the practitioner, and which can often be 
* ee | effected 
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effected by this metallic remedy only. Of this 
many of the Faculty are as well convinced as 
myſelf; and I make no doubt, but all thoſe 
who will give themſelves the trouble to read 
the Obſervations which conſtitute a great part, 


of the preſent work, and apply — pro- 
perly, will eafily admit that this remedy 


ought to be preferred to all others, in the 
treatment of an external inflammation, -whe- 
ther it be recent, or of a long ſtanding, ſimple 
or complicated, benign or malignant; in 
ſhort in all the circumſtances in which it 
can be conſidered. 5 
- F muſt now anticipate an objection, which 
will undoubtedly — to me; and that 
is after having condemned the uſe of emol- 
lients, I ſtill mix them up with my own re- 
medy. But it is to be remarked, that a _ 
mixture is often very neceſſary, w ich 
the moſt ſucceſsful experiments have ſuffi- 
ciently proved: this | &, I believe, will be 
acknowledged. by thoſe who will read my Ob- 
ſervations. But, among emollients, the one 
I moſtly prefer is the erumbs of bread : for 
it only relaxes the part as far as is neceſſary 
to facilitate the paſſage of the particles of the 
Lead into the tumefied veſſels, without par- 
taking of the bad qualities of oleaginous and 
greaſy medicines, which ou — always to be 
laid aſide in inflammatory 
Before we enter into a detail of the different 
ſpecies of inflammation, to which my remedy 
is N I cannot help complaining 
loudly 
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loudly againſt the imputation of the repulſive / 


power that has been attributed to Lead and 
its preparations. 1 know how much the 
error has been propagated, and that it has 
been ſupported for ages by the moſt reſpect- 
able authorities; but truth has unlimitted 
rights which ought to have the preference 
to all authorities; eſpecially in queſtions that 


relate to facts, which experience alone can 


determine. Upon this principle, I will not 


ſtop at the crowd of chirurgical: writers, who 
have attributed this repercuſſive quality to 
Lead; but, among the reſt, there is one 
whoſe name alone may give weight to the er- 


ror, againſt which I contend. The author I 
ſpeak of is Mr. Queſnay, who, in his Treatiſe 
on  Suppuration, has placed the preparations 


of Lead among the number of repelling me- 
dicines, He relates many Obſervations, which 
prove that litharge, white lead, &c. have 
been employed with very good ſucceſs, in 
different inflammations. Mr. Queſnay,. in 
theſe caſes which he has related, makes no 
doubt of their having acted by repercuſſion: 


but this can by no means be proved by his 


own caſes. For, firſt as he did not emplo 
theſe remedies ſolely, but mixed them up wi 
other compoſitions, ſo it does not follow that 
the preparations of Lead have a — 
quality, from the cure having been operated 


by repercuſſion. Again, who knows but the 
prejudices of the gentlemen, who made the 
Obſervations quoted bY Mr. Queſnay, may 


have 
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have concealed from them the true manner in 
which the medicine uſually acted and have 
induced them to attribute to repercuſſion ef- 
fects which did not proceed from it? But 
let that be as it will, I can proteſt, upon the 
foundation of an experience that never de- 
_ ceived me, that the repelling power attri- 
buted to Lead and its preparations is one of 
the greateſt errors that have ſlipt into the 
practice of ſurgery, and one of thoſe in 
which it behoves practitioners moſtly to be 
undeceived. 8 
Among the different inflammations that 
have fallen within my practice, that of the 
eriſipelas, or St. Anthony's fire, has been the 
moſt frequent. This diſeaſe makes advances, 
which not only proceed from the cauſe which 
produced it, and the part that is affected, but 
alſo from the remedies commonly made uſe of 
to ſubdue it. a Fs s 
Among eriſipelatous inflammations, ſuch 
as tend to a phlegmon, or gangrene, may be 
| moſt eafily diſtinguiſhed, being limited to a 
certain extent-in the ſkin : theſe require the 
greateſt attention and. expedition in the treat- 
ment, if we wiſh to ſcreen the parts affected 
from the terrible danger which ' threatens 
them. 1 
Confirmed by the ſucceſs which has often 
attended the uſe of my metallic remedy, I 
have applied it in every kind of erifipelas ; 
and my method has been followed by many 
other practitioners, who have been ſurprized 
at 
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at the celerity of its good effects; confeſſing, 
that they had till then been miſtaken; and 
blaming thoſe who abſtained, in ſimilar cafes, 
from uſing this medicine, for fear of making 
the inflammatory matter flow back into the 
maſs of blood. This fear, which the ene- 
mies of the Extract of Saturn induſtriouſly 
propagated, gave them a pretence for not 
abandoning their old opinions, which are 
certainly as chimerical as their reaſonings 
on the actions of emollients. | 

Our remedy (the reſoving powers of which 
no one can diſpute,) has this peculiar advan- 
tage, That, if it does not always procure a 
diſperfion of certain inflammations, which it 
generally does, it much diminiſhes the heat 
of ſuppurations, which is often to be dreaded 
above all in ſuch erifipelas's as are produced 
by putrid caſes, as experience proves, and 
has hank well remarked by Mr. Queſnay. 
Every one knows, that the termination of 
fiery inflammations by reſolution, is always 
moſt defirable ; for, in ſuch caſes, a ſuppura- 
tion is often attended with ſuch fatal ſymp- 
toms, that a gengrene, which has always been 
conſidered by practitioners as the moſt dan- 
gerous iſſue of inflammations is often more 
tractable, than obſtinate, bleeding ulcers, 
into which an eriſipelas that ſuppurates, or- 
dinatily degenerates. Now the medicine 
which we make uſe of in ſubduing fiery tu- 
mours conſtantly favours a diſperſion ; and 
thus ſcreens thoſe, who are afflicted = 
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ſuch maladies, from the dangerous turns 
which we have juſt mentioned. E ie 


But it would be reſtraining the extract of 


Saturn to very narrow limits, if we confined 


its action to eriſipelatous inflammations only, 


it acts with no leſs efficacy in phlegmonous 
ones, how painful ſoever or violent in their 
ſymptoms in boils; in inflammations attended 
with great heat; in whitloes; in inflammations 
of the glands under and behind the ear, whe- 
ther they are the ſymptoms of a diſeaſe ; or 
conſtitute the difeaſe itſelf; in quinſies; in 
opthalmies; in a word in all external affections 
that partake more or leſs of the inflammatory 
ſtate.

1. Red painful tumours, attended with 
a pulſation and burning heat, called phleg- 
mons, often put the patient in imminent 
danger. Some of theſe are ſeated in very 
ſenſible parts, and accompanied with cruel 

ins, delirium, ſharp fever, and other alarm- 


ing ſymptoms. Others principally attack the 


fat, and are followed by ſuppuration, which 


is not eafily removed. Others, again, are 


formed upon certain delicate organs, and from 
thence acquire a greater degree of malig- 
nancy; as upon the globe of the eye, or its 
adjacent parts, &c. In genera], theſe phleg- 
monous inflammations hurry to a period, 

nerally terminate in ſuppuration, ſome- 
times in a hard tumour, and at other times 
in a mortification. The maſters of the art

theſe complaints, know how proper it is. to 
calm the pains, to diſſipate the inflammatory 
matter, to prevent an abundant ſuppuration;

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the extremity of the fingers, called the whit-

come ſometimes inſupportable ; one may have 
ſeen patients tortured in this manner beg to 
have the finger cut off, not being able to 
bear the intenſe pain. To theſe ſymptoms is 
Joined a very ſhap fever, and a ,

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other, alarming circumſtances, which an- 

nounce the general diſorder of all the func- 
tions, Sometimes this ſecond ſpecies 'of 
whitloe terminates in ſudden death, cauſed 
by the violence of the inflammation, or .in 
a more lingering one, the effe& of a ſuppu- 
ration, penetruting in various directions along 
the hand, wriſt, and arm, where it forms 
mutter and brings on à train of a thouſand 
mortal ſymptoms. The perioſteum inflamed 
and ſuppurated conſtitutes the third kind of 
whitloe, in which the pains are yery acute, 
and deeply ſeated. This is alſo attended 
with a / violent fever, want of ſleep, deli- 
rium, and many other ſymptoms which are 
commonly produced by the ſame cauſe as in- 
tenſe pain: the patient often falls into faint- 
ing fits, and a caries of the bones is much 
to be apprehended from the third kind. The 
whitloe, which is ſeated under the nail, 
often ariſes from the puncture of a thorn, a 
\ needle, or any ſharp-pointed body, which 
paſſes between the nail and the fleſh, The 
immobility of the joints, which too fre- 
quently follows the {cond and third ſpecies 
of whitloe, proceeds from the deſtruction 
of the 'tendons and ligaments which tie 
the articulations together ; this takes its riſe 
18 ſuppuration, gangrene, and often from

From what has been already ſaid, it is evi- 
dent how important it muſt be to apply the 
moſt expeditious and efficacious 3 
| whit- 
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whitloes, both to calm the violence of the 
ſymptoms, and prevent the dangerous conſe- 


quences. I ſhould be ſorry to recommend 


the Extract of Saturn as the only agent to 
which we may have recourſe in all theſe caſes;

In the Medicinal Journal of June .1 58, 
there is, an intereſting letter, June 1758, | 
Mr. Vaudermonde by Mr. Boucher, a 22 
brated phyſician of Lifle in Flanders, who, 
after having unſucceſsfully tried all kinds of 
medicines to ſubdue a putrid quinſey, which 
depopulated the environs of that city, deter- 
mined at laſt to make uſe of the ſalt of Lead 
in one of theſe caſes, which he had under his 
inſpection.

As the matter came away but flowly, the breaſt 
continued of an enormous ſize ; nor was its hard- 
neſs or livid colour at all diminiſhed ; fo that there 
was great reaſon to fear, that the tumour would ei- 
ther become ſchirrhous or cancerous. As I had been 
often witneſs of the good effeAs of the Vegeto-mi- .

Of Contuſions, Burns, Gun. ſbot Wounds, and the 
Action of the Extract of Saturn againſt theſe

HE diſeaſes of which 1 now propoſe to 

1 ſpeak are very common; eſpecially in 
the army; for the preſervation of which I am 
obliged, by my ſtation, to be particularly in- 
tereſted; and to this end J principally com- 
poſed this Work. Now as theſe diſorders con- 
tinually. happen, fo ought we to be continu- 
ally employed in finding out remedies proper 
for ſubduing them. But. leſt ſo many different 
ſubjects ſhould not be clearly underſtood, by 
giving a detail of them in one Chapter, I ſhall 
divide it into three Sections. The firſt ſhall 

treat of Contuſions, the ſecond of Burns, and 
the third of Gun-ſhot wounds. 


SECTION I. 


CON TUSIONS, which pathologiſts 
rank among the ſolutions of continuity of the 
ſoft parts, are external injuries, occafioned by 
the action of an obtuſe body, which ſtrikes 
or ſqueezes more or leſs violently any ſoft part

If theſe different circumſtances are fred: | 
ouſly confidered, we ſhall be convinced, that 
in treating aleerd' and ſores, the choice of 
medicines ought to turn * ſuch as inereaſe 
the elaſticity of the veſſels without irritating 
them.

Tur CHEVALIER DESQUILLES;, ſon of 
the Marquis De Meſplex, of: Pau. in Bearn, page 
to the Duke of Orleans, being at play with his 
companions, in one of. the rooms of the Palais 
Royal (this oo: was parquetted and waxed over) 
made à conſiderable. effort by an extention of his 
legs, the one from the other. The ligaments 
which confine the bead of the femur in its ſocket 
received ſo- conſiderable an injury, that the patient, 
through the exceſſive pain he felt, was obliged to he 
carried up to his chamber. Meſſieurs Fane and 
Marſolan, two. eminent ſurgeons, were ſent for 
nor was any thing ſpared to give their patient eaſe; 
they attended him' for above ſix months without: 
ucceſs and as his pains continued to increaſe, it 
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was thought proper to ſend him to Bareges. -At 
firſt, theſe waters ſeemed to relieve him ; he then 
went to his father's houſe, when his pains; during 
the winter, returned upon him with double violence. 
This determined him to have recourſe in the ſpring 
to the ſaid waters: but they only ſerved to add to 
his 1 upon which he was carried to Mont- 
pellier in the year 1749. A conſultation was there 
held of Meſſieurs Lazermes and Serane, phyſicians, 
and Mr. Lamorier, my confrere, and myſelf. The 
following is an account of his ſituation: When he 
lay down, the diſeaſed thigh was longer than the. 
other; it was continually bent, and could by no 
means be moved, without cauſing great pains in 
the flexor muſcles. The part was cold, and it was 
with difficulty that any warmth could be com- 
municated to it. 'The patient could not move it 
without aſſiſtance, and even then felt excruciating 
pains both in that part and the leg; he was unable to 
put his foot to the ground, as he was to walk with- 
out crutches. Having examined the part, we found 
the head of the femur had been forced out of its 
acetabulum or cavity, without being above its level: 
this was apparent from the inequality of length in 
the limbs, eſpecially when the patient was put into 
certain poſitions. It muſt likewiſe be obſerved, that 
the part was conſiderably waſted. | 

We conſulted what was beſt to be done for him 
in this ſituation: all preſent declared him incu- 
rable; notwithſtanding, -it was vaguely propoſed 
that he might try the baths of Balaruc: he was at- 
tended by. a ſurgeon of his own ; who deſpaired, 
like the reſt, of his recovery. Upon this, J pro- 
poſed a trial of my remedies; and the ſurgeon con- 
ſented, having orders from the patient's father not 
to negle& any thing which might contribute, to 
2 his ſon's recovery.

The diſorder had been increaſing for» fif- 
teen years paſt; and ſo much ſo, that the motion 
of the part was inſenſibly leſſened. The weakneſs

der had originally been of a long ſtanding, it was 
only for, the ſix or ſeven laſt years that it — 
any conſiderable progreſs.

We come now to the cure, which yur 
equally: with the prognoſtic, according to 
the particular nature of the Iteh.

Authors of this claſs muſt have hoped 
to promote the intereſts of mankind; How: 
ever, I ſhall make no- apology for affirming; 
that the ſtile and method of theſe writers 
may poſſibly be as prejucicial to young prac- 
titioners, as they are diſagreeable and irkſome 
to their readers. The only two ſpecifics for 

5 the 
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the Itch hitherto recommended, are ſulphur 
and mercury. But 1 think I may, without 
offending any one, with great truth declare, 
that I have often ſeen theſe medicines. not 
only fail of ſucceſs, but produce the very 
worſt effects in patients attacked with the 


Itech. Mercury is known to be a heating 


and ſearching, remedy, which ſhould never 


be applied but with the greateſt precaution, 


and — ſhould give place to à cooler 
and ſafer treatment. With regard to ſulphur, 
my own Obſervations. have convinced me, 
that it is not liable to all the exceptions which 


lie againſt mercury.. But not to inſiſt on the 


danger attending it, when not preceded by 
proper preparations, it muſt be allowed, that 
it is neither ſo agreeable nor convenient a 
medicine as one could wiſn. On the other 
hand, what we here recommend has every 
advantage that can entitle it to a preference 
to the other two: not only its effects are 
certain, but it is ſo inoffenſive, that no excep- 
tion can poſſibly be taken to the uſe of it. 
To theſe conſiderations 1 muſt beg leave to 
add another, which is ſuggeſted by the na- 
ture of his Majeſty's ſervice.

An oance of the Ex- 
tract of Saturn and as much brandy. ſhould be 
put to a quart of common water, which ought 
to be aſs, generally ſpeaking, two or three: 
times a day, in. the appearance of the Itch, 
during the four or five firſt days: Rut when 
the eruption feems to be compleat; and tends 
toward a turn by drying away, to every quart 
of water, compoſed as above directed, ſhould 
be added an ounce of fea-falt, and an ounce 
of alum in powder; which is to be uſed as 
above. It may not be improper to obſerve, 
that this addition is not abſolutely neceſſary 
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for the cure of the Itch, and that it only 


ſerves to accelerate it. __ \- ef Cena 
We ſhould add, that the action of our te. 
medy ought to be aſſiſted by a certain degree 
of heat, as was obſerved by the ſurgeon- major 
of the hoſpital of Bethane : and as 1 male 
had formerly remarked to Mr. Imbert, In- 
ſpector of the Hoſpitals, and other phyſicians 
and ſurgeons, who did me the honour to follow 
me in my viſits. This will not appear ſur. 
priſing, if it be conſidered that the principal 
effect of our remedy conſiſts in bringing out 
the itchy matter through the pores of the ſkin; 
ſo that its action ought naturally to be favour- 
ed by heat, to procure an abundant tranſpi- 
ration. | 
However, 1 have not pretended to aſſert 
that my medicine would. cure the Itch when 
combined with the venereal diſeaſe, King's 
evil, or ſcuryy, as the author of the laſt Ob- 
ſervations ſeems to infinuate. . _ — 
No body is ignorant, that theſe diſeaſes re- 
quire a particular method, and appropriated 
medicines. There is room to judge that this 
author is no practitioner, and that he has been 
betrayed by weak authorities into an eſteem of 
the remedies he propoſes. : Can he in effect 
blame the Extract of Saturn, becauſe he be- 
lieved it to be a repeller, while he recommends 
an ointment made of allum mixed with hog's 
lard? But no body has the leaſt doubt ot 
allum being an aſtringentand repeller, 1 
perhaps they have. doubted of the _— 7 
. | whic 
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which the Extract of Saturn has operated. 
Would any one now, with the author of theſe 
Obſervations, propoſe the ointment of Citri- 
num for the treatment of the Itch: there is 
nothing in effect, more dangerous than the 
ſolution of mercury in aqua fortis, although it 
be mixed with lard, and uſed only in external 
applications. The ſame muſt be ſaid of the 
precipitate of mercury, of which every one 
knows the effects. Po 
We hope that the author of the Obſerva- 
tions will change his ſentiments upon the- 
effects of the Extract of Saturn, when he has: 
examined without prejudice all that I have 
ſaid to ſubdue this error, in the courſe of this. 
work. | | 
Laſtly, it is with the Extract of Saturn as: 
with mercury, and all other excellent reme- 
dies; it muſt be uſed with judgment, to ren- 
der it ſerviceable; and I willingly acknowledge 
that a miſapplication of it may be attended 
with danger. But I beg at the ſame time, that 
I may be permitted to have recourſe to the au- 
thority. of the miniſter ; to make the efficacy 
of our remedy appear in all the caſes for which. 
recommended it. 1 : 
The difference in the time of curing the 
Itch depends upon its quality, duration, 
the number of puſtules, the ſtate of the 
blood, complications, and, laſtly, the ſtate of 
the weather. 
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In general, the military and puſtulous Itch 


are cured in a very ſhort time. | 
The Itch in the beginning, where the erup. 
tions are not as yet entirely manifeſted, requires 
ſome days more for a. cure. 

The ſcaly Itcy takes a little more time in 
the cure, becauſe it is not ſufficient to deftroy 
the cauſe. But we muſt alſo attend, after the 
fall of the ſcales, to the reſtoration of the 
epidermis. | | 

The Itch that is at the ſame time ſcaly and 
like a Tetter, requires ſtill more days; be- 
cauſe we have not only the leaven of the Itch 
to ſubdue, but alſo that of the Tetter. 

If the venereal diſeaſe, ſcuryy, or the like 
complaint, be complicated with the Itch, this 
complication muſt be attended to, and muſt 
direct us in the method of cure. 

When the blood of thoſe in the Itch is ex- 
tremely heated, ſizy, and acrimonious, we 
muſt be very liberal in the uſe of ſweeteners, 
coolers, diluters, and domeſtic baths 

Experience has convinced us, that the cold 
weather is not at all favourable to the treatment 
of the Itch, becauſe it ſhuts up the pores of 
the ſkin, and retards conſequently the tranſpi- 
ration of the itchy leaven, when it is attenuat- 
ed in the milatary glands by the action of our 
metallic remedy. 

Although it may appear that patients in 
the Itch were cured at Lille, in Flanders 
ſooner by the common method than by the 
Extract of Saturn; yet to decide 3

of their reſp ive.merits, it wi be neceſſary 


to make uſe of bot methods at the fafe time; 8 


for the — of the common method, when 
employed in warm weather, will not aſcertain 
its ſuperior excellence, when: compared with 
our's. For it is certain, as I have already re- 


marked that the ſeaſon of the year retards or 


favours the cure of the lteb, in whatever mau * 


ver it is treated; and wemay venture to ay. 
that the experiments made with aur medicine 
were neither aſſiſted by a favourable ſeaſon or 
climate; for as the country was northerly, the 
cold muſt have been more conſiderable, and 
conſequently retard the cure, i unleſs the rooms 
of the patients were carefully warned. With 
out doubt, all theſe circumſtances were more 
favourable i in the other hoſpitals, where the 
cure was effected in leſs time. 

Whatever remedies are made uſe af for the 
cure of the Hch, the fame variations will oc- 
eur, wich this difference, that by the uſe of 
our remedy the cure is ſooner compleated 
(ſuppoſing every other circumſtance parallel); 
except when repellers are made uſe of, which, 
by driving back the itchy leaven, cauſe the 
eruptions to diſappear, and lay a foundation 
far fatal conſequences: ſuch, for example, as 
muſt be the effect of allum water, when made 
uſe of in the begin ning of the diſeaſe.

F all the branches of the art, there is 


perhaps not one that has been carried to 
that degree of perfection as the treatment of 


Ruptures, and that fo evidently demonſtrates 
the ſuperior excellence of modern ſurge 
over that of the antients. I ſhall not enter in- 
to a detail of the different kinds of Ruptures, 
nor of their various cures, | Such as are de- 
ſirous to perfect themſelves in the ænowledge 
of this important branch of the profeſſion, may 
conſult the different authors who have pub- 
liſned very elaborate treatiſes on this ſubject;

By what I have ſaid, it is eaſy to ghrcobiie]. 
that we- ought eſſentially to attend to a dimi- 
nution of the fize of tho inteſtine: ſeeing it 
is to the 'mcrtaſed” volume of it we are to 
attribute the impoſſibility of returning it into 
the abdomen . Now the remedies I'have re-

I'WAS ſent for to Nimes, in the month of July 
1750, to ſee Mr. Teitie, Lord of Marguerite, 
aged eighty-four, who for. three days paſt. had a 
Rupture with ſtrangulation. The phyſicians and 
ſurgeons had applied the emollient cataplaſms ge- 
nerally made uſe of on the occaſion. My firſt care 
was to attempt the reduction of the inteſtine; but 


not ſucceeding in my attempt, I replaced the former 
cataplaſm, and we conſulted on the moſt adviſeable 


methods to be taken, to reſcue the patient from the 
imminent danger. he was expoſed to. The gentle- 
men my aſſociates ' conſented to an application of 
vinegar and water, for want of the Extract of Sa- 
turn: one part of vinegar was mixed to three parts 
of water. T'caufed compreſſes, dipped in this mix-. 
ture to be applied to the tumour ; theſe were-care- 
fully moiſtened every half hour, from eleven o'clock 
in the forenoon to ſix in the afterngon ; at which 
time the gentlemen of the conſultation returned. 
On removing the dreſſing, we found the tumour di- 
miniſhed'one half. I made a ſecond effort to reduce 
the parts, in which I ſucceeded. ' The patient cried. 
out, I AM CURED; and he actually was fo.

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CHAP. X. 


On the Piles. 


IT is well known that the Piles are ſwellings 
of the veins, which ſurround the anus. 
This diſeaſe is produced by a — of the 
blood and lymph, an obſtruction in ſome of 
the inteſtines of the lower belly, or an irritation 
therein, occaſioned by the excrements 
very hard, and of an acrimonious diſpoſition. 

This hardneſs is ſo conſiderable in ſome 
ſubjects, that the fœces may be conſidered, in 
to Kool, as a 
 down- 


folid wedge, which is frrongly 


wards by the combined action of the midriff 
and muſcles which ſurround the abdomen, and 


which acts with violence upon the fides of the 
rectum, and forces into the hæmorrhoidal veſ- 
ſels aſuper-abundanceof blood, which inſenſibly 
extends them. very conſiderably. : The piles 
either appear externally, or are conſined within; 


called external or internal. I have ſeen the laſt 
of an enormous ſize, and put the patient to as. 
great pain as a woman ſuffers in labour, and 
that as often as he went to ſtool. 
DURING 
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DURING my ſtay at Genoa, I was ſent for to 
Padre Cuneo, a religious perſon, and Divine to the 
Archbiſhop of that city. He had the internal Piles, 
which he was obliged to puſh out every time he went 
to ſtool; and it is difficult to expreſs what he ſuffered, 
both when they came out and receded. He could 
never be prevailed upon to ſubmit. to the operation; 
however, upon my repreſenting to him the neceſſity 
of it, he ſubmitted to it, and it was performed after 
the ordinary preparations in the following manner. 
The Piles: being forced outwards, I ſeized the 
packet, which was very large, with my band, and 
cut off above half of them, The reaſon. why I did 
not cut. them all off, was to obviate the following 
inconveniences : It appears from experience, that 
when the whole packet is cut off by a circular ſtroke, 
the ſcar being contracted, and difficult to ſubdue, 
ſtops up the paſſage through which the excrements 
paſs, as I have often had opportunities to obſerve. 
Beſides, one need not be uneaſy on account of the 
remaining part of the Piles, as by the flux of blood 
they die away; and this favours the dreſſing, as it 
does the placing a roll made of many pieces of lint 
faſtened together above the parts that were cut. 
The operation finiſhed, the patient was dreſſed ac- 
cording to art: two hours after, he had ſo great an 
inclination to go to ſtool, that the dreſſings were 
obligec to be taken off, and fo violent an hæmorrhage 
ſucceeded, that great danger might have enſued, had 
they not ſent for me immediately to-ſtop it. It was 
methodically dreſſed, and the patient was in a fair 
way of recovery at my departure from Genoa,, in 
October. 1748. 154 5 
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I ſhall not here relate any more Obſervations 
upon the Piles, becauſe there is no practitioner 
who has not ſeen many caſes of this kind, and 
is not convinced that the Piles are ſuſceptible 
of prodigious magnitude, when precautions are 
not taken to hinder it.
